Rare and valuable. The heading on the first page of text shows that Cesare 
Cesariano, a Milanese professor of Architecture, was the man who supplied the 
commentary and the illustrations. Among the latter is a large design of Milan 
Cathedral, which is said to be the earliest engraved example of a Gothic edifice. 

Besides the proper illustrations of architectural character, there are likewise figures of 
waterwheels, military engines, and other inventions ; including a warship moved not 
only by sails, but also by paddles. The commentary is also extremely valuable, not 
only to the mathematician and architect, but also to the painter and sculptor, as it gives 
rules for colouring and for studying symmetry and proportion, especially mentioning 
Michel Angelo and other eminent artists.

John Gamble commenced his musical career by being apprenticed to Ambrose 
Beyland, one of Charles I’s violinists. The publication of his “ Avres and Dialogues ” 
made him a name at Oxford. In his autobiography, under date July 14, 1658, 
Anthony k Wood writes as follows: “A. W. [himself] entertain'd two eminent 
mnsitians of London, nam'd Joh. Gamble and Tho. Pratt, after they had entertain'd 
him with most excellent mnsick at the meeting house of Will. Ellis. Gamble had 
obtain’d a great name among mnsitians of Oxon. for his book before publish'd, entit.

The collections included in the Catalogue are naturally somewhat miscellaneous in 
character, and the various divisions are rather unequally represented. For purposes 
of classification the whole has been divided into nine sections, viz.:—gems and rings, 
jewels, ivory carvings, silver, bronze, glass, pottery, sculptured stone, and miscellaneous 
antiquities. Of these classes the gems, ivones, silver, and glass are the most important. 

The section of rings and gems was chiefly enriched by the acquisition of the cabinets of 
the Abb4 Hamilton in 1856, and of Signor Castellani in 1865 and 1872 ; while the 
bequest in 1897 of the collection formed by Sir A. Wollaston Franks, k.cb., added 
*me of the finest examples to the series. The section of jewellery profited to an equal 
degree by the generosity of the same benefactor, who indeed contribated in a greater 
or less proportion to the increase of all the classes enumerated. Of the ivory carvings 
in important part was acquired in 1856, with the Maskell Collection, which included 
valuable examples of Early Christian Art such as the two sets of panels from caskets 
(not. 291 and 292), one of which is well known among the earliest representations of 
the Crucifixion. Among other private collections from which this section has been 
segmented, may be mentioned those of Mr. Alexander Nesbitt, from which the pyxis 
with the martyrdom of St. Menas was derived ; of Mr. Felix Slade, which included 
the remarkable panel (no. 299) with the Descent into Hell; and of Mr. Rohde Hawkins, 
to which the series is indebted for a similar panel (no. 300) with the scene of the 
Nativity. The nucleus of the series of glass is formed by the tine set of gilded glasses 
{ftmdi d'oro) chiefly obtained by the purchase in 1854 and 1863 of the collections 
bdoDging to the Chevalier Bunsen, and the Counts Matarozzi of t’rbania. Two 
exceptional pieces of the same class (nos.

The drawings of the present Florentine 
series are earlier in date than any of these 
printed histories, and are absolutely original 
in design. No satisfactory guess as to their 
authorship had been made until Mr. Sidney 
Colvin, on whose advice they had been bought 
by the Trustees, brought forward a number of 
converging evidences to show that they are in 
reality the work of the famous Florentine 
goldsmith, niello worker, and engraver, Maso 
Finigncrra (1420-1464). 

In his text, which comprises 42 pages of 
Introduction and 79 Interleaves facing the 
drawings, Mr. Colvin hopes both to have set 
forth in quite a new light the artistic 
personality of this master, and to have given 
an accouut, such as is not easily to be found 
elsewhere, of the sources and nature of those 
historical ideas by which his drawings arc 
inspired. 

The plates have been produced by the 
Imperial .Press at Berlin, nnder the personal 
superintendence of Dr. Lippmann. The 
execution has been a matter of great difficulty, 
many of them requiring to be printed in two, 
three, and in even four tints in order faithfully 
to render the delicacies of the original work. 

In addition to the ninety-nine full-page 
reproductions in collotype, the work is adorned 
with over a hundred subsidiary illustrations in 
the text. These are taken partly from 
contemporary works of sculpture, painting, , 
and architectural decoration, selected in order ! 
to illustrate the special artistic influences 
which surrounded and inspiicd the Master of | 
the Chronicle iSeries, partly from certain 
drawings and engravings which can be proved 
or surmised to be by his own hand.

The only comprehensive and general work, 
fittingly illustrated, upon the comparatively few 
existing specimens which form the rarest de¬ 
partment of Oriental Art, and which are 
scattered about in small groups in England, 
France, Germany, Italy, and Egypt. The entire 
number of pieces comprising it is under two 
hundred, and of these about one hundred are 
merely fragmentary remains. By actual in¬ 
spection the author has examined a large 
proportion, and made his selection of those 
which are reproduced in the forty-four plates, 
but many others besides are mentioned, or 
described and sketched in the illustrated text. 
The objects are Mosque*lamps. Vases, Bottles, 
Plates and Dishes, Goblets and large Drinking 
Vessels, made of plain or coloured glass but 
overlaid with variegated enamel upon gold, and 
worked out in such a way as to represent the 
highest quality of Oriental Decorative Art. 
The examples, of which many have been in 
European keeping since the end of the last 
Crusade, have in other cases usually turned up 
in Egypt. On this account most of the writers 
upon the subject have held them to be of 
Cairene manufacture, while others have 
attributed some of them to Venetian fabrica¬ 
tion. But Mr. Schmoranz has set out and 
fairly established a different theory. For 
him they are all of Syrian origin and were 


produced in Damascus, Aleppo, or elsewhere in 
Syria, under the teaching or influence of 
Persian art and Persian art-craftsmen from 
Irak, They were fabricated mostly for princes 
and nobles of the monarchy that united Egypt 
and Syria, and for general sale amongst the 
prominent personages of rich Egypt. The oldest 
existing specimens date from the beginning of 
the thirteenth century, and the most flourishing 
period of production was in the fourteenth 
century. It did not entirely fall off during the 
fifteenth, in which century it died out; but 
only few examples of this age have remained 
and they are of inferior type. This serves to 
confirm the author's theory, for in 1402 Tamer¬ 
lane carried away to Samarcand all the art-crafts¬ 
men of Damascus ; and from that time onward 
the decoration of glass with coloured enamel 
on gold seems to have become a perishing art 
Faience and metal took the place of glass, and 
glass itself took to new and easier modes of 
decoration, and the difficult but exquisite art 
which is illustrated in this volume passed 
entirely away. It has left behind it some 
beautiful examples of work in a material at all 
times difficult to save from accidents, and these, 
as they are here reproduced, amply justify their 
claim to be regarded as the hignest decorative 
expression of mediaeval Oriental art.

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A NEW PALAEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY 

While the interest taken in Palaeography has in recent years largely increased, 
no organization for illustrating the subject systematically or upon an adequate 
scale by means of facsimiles has existed in England since the dissolution of the 
Palaeographical Society in 1895. This Society was founded by the late Sir 
Edward Bond and others in 1873, with a limit of 300 members, paying a 
yearly subscription of one guinea. It was a publishing Society exclusively; 
and between 1874 and 1894 it issued to its subscribers, in two Series, upwards 
of 450 collotype plates from Greek, Latin, and other Manuscripts and Inscrip¬ 
tions, together with another 100 plates comprised in a separate Oriental Series 
of shorter duration. The value of its publications was from the first generally 
recognized ; and, although private enterprise, chiefly abroad, has since produced 
several works of a similar nature and to some extent modelled upon them, they 
may claim to be still unrivalled both for the excellence of their productions and 
for the extent of the gronud which they cover. 

When the Society brought its career to a close in 1895, there was no lack 
of materials for its continuance, nor was any idea entertained that its collection 
of facsimiles was for all practical purposes complete. Its ultimate revival was 
in fact, foreseen, and at the final general meeting of the subscribers it was, 
resolved that the balance of the funds in hand should be kept for a while 
unappropriated, so as to be available for such a contingency. The surviving 
editors and others who were connected with the Society consider that its work 
might now with advantage be resumed. At the same time, for obvious reasons, 
it is unadvisable that any fresh issue of plates should begin with a third Series 
or the break of continuity be unmarked by some variation of title; and it is 
therefore proposed that a new Society be formed, on the same basis and with 
approximately the same limit of members but under a title sufficiently distinctive 
to avoid confusion, and that its publications, issued in yearly parts as before, 
should bo entirely independent. It is further proposed that as before, ten 
yearly parts should constitute a complete Series. 


In some respects circumstances are more favourable for such an under¬ 
taking than was the case thirty years ago ; for not only have photographic 
processes been improved and cheapened, but many important collections of 
manuscripts are better known and more easy of access, and valuable experience 
has been gained in various ways. The aims and methods of the new Society 
will no doubt be mainly the same as those of its predecessor, and, in particular, 
dated examples of the hands of different periods, styles, and countries will 
preferably be selected for reproduction as affording the surest criteria for com¬ 
parative study. As regards other directions in which the Palaeographical 
Society’s plates may be most usefully supplemented, much may be learnt 
from the Classified Indices to them which have lately appeared. Although 
many of the oldest and most important manuscripts already represented are to 
be found in foreign libraries, the great majority of plates, as was natural, were 
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taken from manuscripts nearer to hand in the British Museum. In future^ 
however, the proportions will probably be reversed, and examples will mainly 
be sought from abroad or, to a greater extent than before, from the libraries 
of Universities, Colleges, Cathedrals, and private collectors in this countryj 
It will generally be agreed also that certain branches of Palueography might 
well be more liberally illustrated. Thus, the earlier stages of Greek w riling 1 
claim special attention, and further examples should from time to time b4 
obtained from inscriptions, and from the papyri which have recently been 
discovered or may in the future be brought to light. Room, moreover, ought 
to be found for as many as possible of the more important manuscripts of tlu£ 
Classics and of the Greek and Latin Bible; and, in another direction, ait 
attempt should be made to exhibit whatever local variations there may be in! 
English hands, by utilizing more freely such materials as episcopal and monastic 
registers, chronicles, service-books of particular uses, and manuscripts bearing 
old library-marks or other indications of provenance. It is equally incumbent 
upon an English Society to show a natural regard for manuscripts written in the 
English language. Apart from any palaeographical value, they have a literary 
and historical interest of their own, and it is therefore to be hoped that, from 
the works of King Alfred and the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle downwards, they 
may be fully represented. Lastly, the character of the ornamentation of* 
manuscripts is so important a factor in determining questions of age and 
locality, that no excuse will be needed for devoting a number of plates to what 
may be called the artistic side of Palaeography. It is in this direction perhaps j 
that the improvement in permanent photography has been most marked, and, 
in order to trace the development of the various schools of illuminating and 
miniature-painting, no pains should be spared to procure the finest and most’ 1 
characteristic specimens for reproduction. 

With these objects in view, there is every reason to anticipate that the 
new Society will attain the same measure of success as its prototype, and any 
gentlemen who are willing to co-operate in its formation are requested to 
communicate with one or other of the undersigned, at the British Museum. 4 
As soon as a sufficient number of names has been obtained a preliminary! 
meeting will be announced.
